WARSAW, Oct. 22— With 
Stalinists swept from policy- 
making posts and the threat of 
Russian military intervention 
apparently ended, Poland’s new 
Communist leadership was em- 
barked today on a course inde- 
pendent of Moscow. 

Wladysiaw Gomuika, who has 


become the symbol of Polish | 
nationalism during the crisis, | 


emerged at the top after a 
shakeup of the Politburo Jast 
night. 
Ochab as the COmmunist 
first secretary. 

Excluded from the stream- 
lined Politburo was Marshal 
Konstantin K. Rokossovsky, a 
former Red army hero. 

New Ruling Group 

Seated with Geasallee in the 
new nine-man ruling group 
were party leaders said to favor 
his demand for disentanglement 
from Soviet controls. All re- 
mained pledged, however, to 
continued Communist govern- 
ment. 

The shakeup left Rokossovsky 
at least temporarily at the head 
of the Polish Defense Ministry, 
a government rather than a 
party post. Gomulka’s sup- 

‘porters are at the head of 
nearly all other organs of gov- 
ernment. 

The selection of the new 
| Politburo climaxed three days 
‘of meetings by the party cen- 
tral committee under intense 
pressure from Moscow to keep 
the Kremlin’s followers in 
‘places of authority. 

The centrat committee had 
decided that the new Politburo 
would be composed of only 
nine persons, and Rokossov- 
sky’s vote was 30 below that of 
two meh who tied for the 
eighth and-ninth places. Rokos- 
sovsky received only 26 of the 
possible 75 votes.

CHICAGO, Oct. 22—Adlai E 
Stevenson's stand on the hydro- | 
gen-bomb testing controversy 
was indorsed yesterday by 73 
scientists at the Argonne Na- 
tional Laboratory, Lemont, III. 

In his campaign for the 
Presidency on the Democratic 
ticket Stevenson has urged that 
this country take the lead in 
renouncing further H-bomb 
tests in an effort to halt the 
nuclear arms race. 

His opponent, President 
Eisenhower, has called for a 
continuation of the tests until 
a disarmament agreement with 
the Soviet Union can  0be 
achieved. 

The signatories to the iIn- 
dorsement of Stevenson's posi- 
tion made public in Chicago 
yesterday asserted they were 
reaffirming an earlier state- 
ment issued by 10 nuclear sci- 
entists at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology in support 
of Stevenson's stand. 

Another group of 62 scien- 
tists at the Atomic Energy Com- | 
mission's Brookhaven Labora- 
tory at Upton, Long Island, 
called last Friday for further | 
discussion and study of stron- 
tium hazzard in H-bomb tests. 
They contended in a statement | 
that the ability to detect blasts 
anywhere in the world is suf- 
ficient to serve as an effective 
deterrent to violation if any in- 
ternational agreement were 
reached to end H-bomb tests.

“First, the sending of your 
note in the midst of a national 
election campaign of which you 
take cognizance, expressing 
your support of the opinions of

stitutes an interference by a 
foreign nation in our internal 
affairs of a kind which, if in- 
dulged in by an ambassador, 
would lead to his being de- 


| clared persona non grata in ac- 


cordance with long-established 
custom. 

“Second, having delivered a 
lengthy communication in the 
Russian language, you have 


_ published it before it could be 
| translated and delivered to me.

“Fourth, you seem to impugn 
my own sincerity. 

“However, I am not instruct- 
ing the Department of State to

_bassy. That is not because I 
am tolerant of these departures 


from accepted international 
practice, but because I still 
entertain the hope that direct 
communications between wus 
may serve the cause of peace. 

“You and I have exchanged a 
number of letters since our 
meeting in Geneva on the re- 
duction of armaments and ré- 
lated matters in our effort to 
make progress toward the goal . 
of peace. I hope that that praec- 
tice may be resumed in accord- 
ance with accepted standards, 

Inspection Required. 

“The United States has for a 
long time been intensively 
examining, evalifating and plan-. 
‘ning dependable means of 
stopping the arms race and re- 
ducing and controlling arma- 
ments. These explorations in- 
clude the constant examination 
and evaluation of nuclear tests. 
To be effective, and not simply 
a mirage, all these plans re- 
quire systems of inspection and 
control, both of which your 
government has steadfastly re- 
fused to accept. Even my “open 
skies” proposal of mutual aerial 
inspection, suggested as a 
step. you rejected. 

“However, though  dis- 
appointed, we are not dis 
aemened.

90, the most deadly isotope car- 


ried in the radioactive clouds 
fellow atomic and hydro- 
gen explosions. 

Strontium-90 is spread over 
wide areas and absorbed by 
growing things. It remains virile 
for 25 or more years and its 
chief threat lies in that, once 
absorbed into fodder, it is trans- 
mitted by cattle into milk with 
elements that can affect human 
beings. 

Strontium-90 goes into bone 
tissue and is considered a pro- 
ducer of bone tumors, leykemia, 
cancers and other malignancies. 
Scientists also say it may affect 
the human reproduction system 
so that mutations will occur in 


future generations which will 
be harmful.

Hagerty had no definite word 
as to the President's plans be- 
yond Thursday night when Mr. 
Eisenhower will deliver a tele-' 
vised speech at a Republiean 
rally in New York's Madison 
Square Garden. 


Mr. Eisenhower worked to- 
day on an address to be de- 
livered tomorrow at the seven- 
ty-fifth anniversary dinner of 
the Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners, to be held at the 
Sheraton Park hotel here. 

The talk will not be broadcast 
or televised. The union presi- 
dent, Maurice Hutcheson, is an 
Eisenhower supporter but the 
union has taken no officlal 
stand on the presidential elec- 
tion.

OSE BARGES RAN 
DOCK, DAG BOATS 


Eight Craft at Mound City 
Boat Yard Struck, Equip- 
ment Wrecked. 


Two grain barges, drifting 
down the Mississippi river with- 
out a tow, crashed into the 
dock at Mound City Boat Yard 
at. the foot of Franklin avenue 
last night then came to rest 
against a pier of Eads Bridge. 

The heavy barges severely 
damaged eight of the 24 boats 
Aied up at the Mound City dock, 
wrecked gangplanks and fuel 
lines and the electrical system 
of the boat yard.

The first result of 
in’s proposal that the United States and Soviet 
Russia agree to end H-bomb tests is also the 
most obvious one. President Eisenhower has 
changed the stand he took so firmly only a few 
days ago when he told his press conference that 
he had spoken his “Jast word” on the subject, 

In his reply to the note from Moscow the 
President refers directly to “the constant exami- 
nation and evaluation of nuclear tests.” Mr. 
Eisenhower now hes no choice but to take up 
the subject again. 

Undoubtedly the Bulganin proposal has its 
The way in which the 
note was released and the timing both suggest 
that Moscow is just as ready as ever to attempt 
to expleit a position of the United States as 
hostile to the cause of peace in the world, 

There is one sound course for the United 
States in this situation. That is to employ the 
Bulganin proposal as a means of showing the 
uncommitted peoples around the world that this 
nation not only stands for peace but is always 
ready to negotiate differences that threaten 
international security. 

The millions who live in Asia and Africa are 
uncertain as to the the true intentions of the 
United States. They are subject to the Commu- 
nist propaganda bombardment. They also see 
signs that tend to confirm their suspicions that 
the United States is more interested in colonial- 
ism than in their freedom and well-being. We 
need to reassure them and the H-bomb problem 
provides just such an opportunity. 

It is easy to denounce the Bulganin proposal 
as an interference in the presidential campaign. 
That is to take an immediate and potentially 
short-term view of it. A larger view and one 
that might well serve the cause of peace would 
be to accept it skeptically and for only what it 
is. That would be to call the Moscow bluff and 
find out if it is no more than pretension. 

A year ago last summer Mr. Eisenhower met 
with the Soviet leaders in Geneva. Standing at 
the high point in his admjnistration of the presi- 
dency, he said that the Soviet leaders desired 
peace along with the nations of the West. Yet 
now he rejects an overture from Moscow to 
agree to ending H-bomb tests. 

Inevitably this change appears to take its 
shape from the fact that a presidential election 
is barely two weeks away and from the further 
fact that his Democratic opponent, Adlai E. 
Stevenson, has been discussing the possibility of 
finding a way to end H-bomb tests. If that is 
the situation, it is one that will not help the 
cause of the United States among the waiting, 
watching peoples on the other side of the world. 

The Korean war ended because the Commu- 
nists finally accepted the position of the United 
States and the U.N. on the exchange of prison- 
ers of war. Austria became a free nation be- 
cause, after long delay, the Kremlin accepted 
the view of the Western democracies. Patience, 
persistence and willingness to negotiate perhaps 
can accomplish as much in effective outlawry of 
the H-bomb. 

Presidential campaign or not that ought to 
be a goal of any Administration, Republican or 
Democratic, every day that passes. 
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Let’s Test the Kearney Report 
Once again the School Board has named a 
committee to “study” the Kearney report, which 
has just about been studied to death since it was 
made public two years ago. The report indicated 
the Board was wasting almost a million and a 
half dollars each year on non-instructional activi- 
ties—money which could be used to improve 
educational opportunities for the children. 
The big difficulty with the report has been 
not so much with its content as with the attitude 
toward it of a majority of the Board as presently 
constituted. The politicians who put these mem- 
bers in office are opposed to many of the Kear- 
ney report's suggested reforms, so the members 
are out to put the report to sleep. P 
If Oscar Ehrhardt, H. Lee Bruns and those 
other members who so vociferously defend the 
idea of further study are sincerely interested in 
assessing the worth of the report, there is one 
way they could prove it. They could urge that a 
few of the recommendations be put into effect. 
This would either save money or it would not, 
Are they afraid to give it a try? 
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Baseball Players or Gypsies? 

Now that the Senators have decided to stay in 
Washington for another year—and maybe for- 
ever, let there be no punning questions abdyt 
what Washington would be like without Sena- 
tors. The matter is not so frivolous. Since base- 
ball writers agree to a man—at least part of the 
time—that baseball is the national pastime, what 
would the game be if it repudiated the national 
capital, or vice versa? 

Yet such was the threat in Washington as it 
is in some other big-league cities. Paid attend- 
ance had declined sq much that the Senators’ 
management was all but convinced the turn- 
stiles would wear out much faster elsewhere— 
say, in Los Angeles, Had they and their team 
gone West with their bats and gloves as the Bos- 
ton Braves went to Milwaukee, the Philadelphia 
Athletics to Kansas City and the St. Louis 
Browns, in reverse direction, to Baltimore, would 
they not have contributed to the growing opinion 
that henceforth the big-league teams will be 
moving te a néw home as soon as they feel a 
touch of coolness in the old? 

If that were to come to pass, the big-leaguers 
would be but gypsies, and the make-up of a 
league would change before a boy who had 
picked a favorite among its members could grow 
up to pay his own way to a game, Why, baseball 
players might become like tennis pros or like 
the Dodgers in Japan, moving from town to 
town just behind the press agents and the poster, 
pasters. Consider what that has done to the cir- 
cus business. 

But the Senators have decided that Washing- 
ton is the place for Senators. And if the non- 
playing Senators will bring their families to a 
few more games, the national capital should be 
safe for the national pastime.

warning has been unheeded. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips (Ret.), the Poat- 
Dispatch military analyst, wrote Sunday on the 
harmful effects of this policy of holding research 
and development funds at a constant level in the 
face of swiftly rising costs. He said: “At the 
end of World War II it was estimated that Rus- 
sians were 20 years behind the United States in 
quality. Today Air Force officials estimate that 
the gap has been closed to three years.” 

Lack of funds, Gen. Phillips showed, has ‘hit 
some of the most, vital Air Force projects. The 
$8,000,000 giant B-52, which is replacing the ob- 
solescent B-36, is far behind schedule and two of 
the planes have been lost in crashes. The Nava- 
ho and Snark, intercontinental pilotiess aircraft, 
have been eut back several times. So has radar 
although ‘there is practically a certainty that 
radar can be developed to trigger defensive 
projectiles and guide them to intercept inter- 
continental ballistic missiles. There are, Gen. 
Phillips wrote, “hundreds” of other vital proj- 
ects that have been stricken or stretched out. 

The research deficiency fits in with the Penta- 
gon penny-pinching policy. Is the Pentagon ever 
going to realize that if the United States wants 
to be secure it must stand in the very forefront 
of world research in military technology? 
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Maline Creek, Still Running Wild 


The recent flushing of the malodorous Maline 
Creek may be a sign that the Metropolitan: St. 
Louis Sewer District is finally on top of this 
problem. If so, fine! Perhaps the District's trus- 
tees have heard disapproving murmurs from a 
few of the 100,000 people living in the 25-mile- 
square territory of North St. Louis county where 
the creek presents such a health hazard. 

Last February when those people approved a 
$1,700,000 bond issue for construction of a sani- 
tary sewer in the creek they were given to be- 
lieve construétion would begin in June. Work 
has still not begun—bids for the first of four 
sections of the sewer are to be opened this 
week—and it is no.wonder that some voters are 
getting a little impatient. 

The Maline Creek menace ought to get priori- 
ty handling at the Sewer District’s office. A 
massive assault on the problems holding up the 
beginning of actual construction ought to be ac- 
companied by the continuous use of expedients 
such as flushing until a permanent solution is 
possible. The District has much good will to re- 
gain in the Maline Creek area. 
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Agnes Meyer Tells It Straight 

Mrs. Agnes E. Meyer of Washington is known 
to countless people over the country as a tire- 
less and wholly trustworthy friend of the public 
schools. She is known also, through her auto- 
biography, “From These Roots,” as a lifelong 
Republican. Four years ago she worked enthusi- 
astically for the election of Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower as she had worked earlier for other Re- 
publican nominees for the presidency. 

In the light of this background, Mrs. Meyer’s 
address Thursday at the University of Pennsy]- 
vania on the future of public education, takes 
on special significance. She said: 


In the last Congress President Eisen- 
hower never raised his voice to support the 
current education bills, Only after federal 
aid to education was defeated, did he say he 
hoped we would some day get the Congress 
to pass such a measure. 

Having known my fellow Republicans of 
the right-wing for many years, I can assure 
you they are unalterably opposed to fed- 
eral grants to education. If the President is 
re-elected, he will have even less power 
over these die-hard reactionaries, They con- 
sider federal aid to education “creeping 
Socialism.” 

What good, my friends, is a sound dollar 
if we fail to bring up sound citizens? 

Consciously and unconsciously our people 
are aware of this, They know that we cannot 
make this nation strong spiritually, morally 
or even physically, unless eur school sys- 
tem is strong. 

As a Republican who respects the liberal 
Republican members of the Congress and 
fears the far more powerful reactionary 
right-wing of that party, I would not be 
doing my duty to you and to American 
childhood if I did not warn you that the re- 
election of Eisenhower and Nixon means we 
will not get adequate federal support for 
our school system at this crucial period in 
the nation’s history.

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Now a $100,000,000 Tax 

One significant fact which the Missouri Legis- 
lature will have to weigh when it considers pro- 
posals to increase the sales tax is the extraordi- 
nary ris@ of revenues under the 2 per cent rate, 

Judging By collections in the first six months 
of this year, Supervisor L. M. Chiswell of the 
sales tax unit in the State Department of Reve- 
nue estimates that revenues in 1956 will exceed 
$100,000,000 for the first time. What this means 
is that the yield: of this tax will have risen. al- 
most 10 per cent within two years. For the tax 
produced only $91,400,000 in 1954. 

The record is remarkable not only because it 
runs counter to the expectations of both the Leg- 
islature and revenue officials at the time the 
appropriations for the current biennium were 
made, but because it has held up in spite. of 
some adverse circumstances. 

New auto sales have been off this year, and 
in the second quarter sales tax revenues from 
this source declined by more than $750,000. But 
the tax on other items more than made up the 
loss, rising by more than a million dollars in 
that one quarter alone. 

Similarly the loss of farm income in some 
sections of the state, complicated by drouth in 
certain areas, could be expected to affect sales 
tax revenues. But evidently gains in urban areas 
were large enough to offset those factors, 


How much of the increase can be attributed - 


to tighter enforeement, and how much to infla- 


tion*and boom, ft is impossible to say. But a 


source of revenue which only 10 years ago pro- 
duced some: $46,700,000 a year is now producing 
considerably more than twice as much, That is 
a major factor to be considered by the budget- 
makers and tax-raisers at Jefferson City.

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Why True Science Is Free Science Between Book Ends

tary secret; scientists deserve equal rights with all other citizens.

The editor of The Sun raises an in- 
teresting question by noting that Rus- 
sian physics seems to flourish under a 
“tough security system” and that this 
seems to contradict the view that “over- 
repressive security measures will stifle 
science” and invites comment. 


I cannot comment about Russia from 
first-hand observation, But that is not 
necessary. Freeman Dyson points out 
that recently Russian ‘science has been 
freer of official repression than during 
the Stalin regime. 
He also says that 
better scientific 
work seems to go 
hand - in - hand 
with the resulting 
improved morale of 
the Russian scien- 
tists. 

The history of 
science abounds 
with cases in which 
scientific work has 
been carried on un- 
der conditions of 
extreme adversity. 
But I do not think 
it has ever been 
argued that such adversity improved 
the quality of the work. Having to 
grovel before the Inquisition did not 
help Galileo’s scientific work in 1633 
nor was that of Robert Oppenheimer 
helped by what our Government did to 
him in 

Even scientists are human. They have 
or should have the same rights as other 
citizens in a democracy.

Security Stifles Science 


I am strongly of the opinion that 
overrepressive security measures do 
tend to stifle science, I also hold that 
stifling science is bad, But the main rea- 
son why overrepressive security meas- 
ures are bad is that they represent an 
improper way of treating citizens and 
only secondarily because they stifle 
science. 

Let me say at once that I have no 
objection to official secrecy about mili- 
tary organization, or weapons, or plans 
of campaigns. Security in the sense of 
maintenance of such secrecy is a neces- 
sary part of the military way of dealing 
with international problems. 

But it is unwise and harmful to sup- 
pose that basic scientific discoveries 
can be kept as military secrets. Since 
scientific discoveries can be made else- 
where we only fool ourselves when we 
try to keep basic scientific principles 
secret, 

Many persons with direct experience 
in these matters believe that genuinely 
overrepressive security measures have 
been used in postwar America, weaken- 
ing our science and worse yet, weaken- 
ing our moral position. 

I believe that this has happened. I 
also believe that use of overrepressive 
measures has not in all cases been the 
result of honest difference of opinion 
about what the per measures should 
be. I believe that some persons high 
up in our political life have cynically 
abused the loyalty-seeurity issue.

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ing clearance to individuals has been so 
broadly drawn that almost anyone could 
be denied clearance under them. This 
breadth makes it possible for the pro- 
cedure to be easily used for paying off 
private grudges. 

_ Many other improper invasions of the 
rights of individuals have been made 
in the name of security. The House 
Committee on Un-American ‘Activities 
has issued prejudiced reports without 
giving the persons attacked any chance 
to reply. Its executive session materials 
have been leaked to the press at times 
and places deliberately calculated to 
cause damage to its intended victims. 


Driving Men Abroad 


Several young American scientists 
have been caused much suffering and 
loss of employment in private life by 
such attacks on them this commit- 
tee. I know two who contributed bril- 
liantly to the atomic bomb development 
who became exiles from America and 
are now, as political refugees from this 
country, making their scientific contri- 
butions abroad. 

Another kind of improper Invasion 
has been the conduct of the State De- 
partment in its arbitrary procedures 
for refusal in issuance of passports. 

Arbitrary denial of the right to travel 
abroad is an invasion of the rights of a 
citizen. In the case of a scientist such 
travel is essential to the proper conduct 
of his work. Denial of the right weakens 
our country morally and scientifically. 


Another kind of overrepressive secur- 
ity measure much used in the postwar 
period has been the injection of politi- 
cal considerations into the making of 
grants in support of scientific research. 
This condition became so bad under 
the present Administration that the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences protested to 
the Government in a formal report. 


Two points need to be emphasized. 
One is that the work in question did not 
involve military secrets at all, but fun- 
damental research in basic science. The 
academy's report pointed out that a 
cure for cancer ought to be weleomed 
even if made by a Communist. There- 
fore, the only criterion which ought to 
govern the making of research grants 
is the scientific integrity and compe- 
tence of the individual. 


Without Due Process 


The other point is that the Govern- 
ment was acting arbitrarily without the 
slightest trace of due process in which 
the scientist could know charges against 
him or reply to them. 

After many months the Government 
has recently announced that its future 
policies will follow the recommenda- 
tions of the National Academy report. 

I will mention one more kind of over- 
repressive measure made in the name 
of security: the severe restrictions on 
the entrance of ve foreign scien- 
tists into this country for the purpose 
of lecturing at our universities or for 
presenting their research results at sci- 
entific congresses held here. These 
restrictions have done much to damage 
America's reputation abroad as a land 
of freedom and have greatly weakened 


tific work done elsewhere. 

To say a all these things have 
"stifled" science would perhaps be a 
little hard to maintain. But it is cer- 
tainly true that they have been ob 
stacles to progress and have wasted our 
strength and weakened our position 
with no compensating advantage being 
gained from them in other directions.

Expert on the Seven Seas 
VAGRANT VIKING, by Peter Freuchen, (Messner,

The author of this book is the lovable 
old Danish gentleman with the luxwri- 
ant growth of whiskers who became 
well-known to the vast milliong of the 
television audience not many weeks ago 
when he correctly answered $64,000 
worth of questions about “The Seven 
Seas.” Peter Freuchen’s autobiography 
“Vagrant Viking,” in which he relates 
his adventures over a period of 50 years, 
was first published in 1953 and went 
through five printings. Now, to honor 
Freuchen’s new-found fame as a winner 
on the big quiz 
program, his pub- 
lisher has seen fit 
to bring out a new, 
paperback edition 
that sells for $3 
less than the orig: 
inal hardcover one 
It is a very good 
thing too, because 
many readers who 
missed Freuchen's 
book when it was 
first published will 
now discover whet 
highly enjoyable 
reading it is. 

While wandering 
all over the face of the globe, Freuchen 
worked as a sailor, trader, movie actor, 
farmer, lecturer, journalist, under- 
ground agent, and novelist, Many of his 
years were spent in the Arctic, and a 
long time ago he gave the name “Thule” 
to that isolated, northernmost part of 
Greenland where a bustling United 
States Air Force base is today, He 
writes uncommonly well about some 
very uncommon events, pausing for 
earthy asides and explanations—espe- 
cially about the Eskimos of Greenland; 
—that are not only educational but en- 
tertaining as well. 

The autobiographical writing reveals 
the man as a humble, genuine person 
who has known tears and laughter in 
some strange, out-of-the-way places, and 
his admirable personal qualities ijJiumi- 
nate every page in spite of the re- 
straints of a very real personal modesty. 
Peter Freuchen is a sterling specimen 
of the vanishing breed of rugged indi- 
vidualists, and his engrossing book is 
easily the best personal narrative this 
reviewer has read in several years.

Given his age, given his ill- 
nesses, it was his primary duty; 
if he chose to seek a second 
term, to provide for & succes- 
sor. It was his duty to offer the 
country a successor who was 
indubitably a believer in his) 
principles, a man of unimpeach- 
able character and of proven 
ability. 

It would be absurd to say 
that such men do not exist in 
the Republican party. Gen. Eis- 
enhower’s fajlure to bring one 
of them forward is the crucial 
issue in the contest between 
him and Stevenson. 


President Without Party. 


In this contest the main 
point is not that Stevenson is 
younger, nor who is going to 
live longer. The main point is 
that Eisenhower does not have 
a party behind him and around 
him which can be counted upon 
to carry on along his lines if, 
for any reason, his energies di- 
minish or fail. 


There is here a risk to the 
public interest and to the na-' 
tional interest which cannot be 
discounted by saying that Stev- 
enson, too, is mortal. 

The essential point is that 
Stevenson has a party around 
him and behind him, and that 
if anything happened to him, 
there would be no risk, not 
even a probability, that the

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP) 
~—Representative Joe L. Evins 
(Dem.), Tennessee said yester- 
day there has been “political in- 
terference” and “White House 
guidance” in the affairs of fed- 
eral regulatory agencies. 

Evins said in a statement that 
an investigation has revealed 
“some astonishing condiict on 
the part of the individuals who 
have been appointed during. the 
past few years to serve as the 
chairmen of these individual 
agencies.” 

Evins was chairman of a House 
small business subcommittee 
which held open hearings in 
1955 and 1956 on the conduct 
of five agencies and their effect 
on small business. 

The five are the Federal 
Trade Commission, Federal 
Power Commission, 
Communications 
Civil Aeronautics Board and Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion. 

Evins’s report to the com- 
mittee on the hearings, made 
available yesterday, said power 
over regulation of interstate 
commerce has become central- 
ized in the President and has 
been “misused” in the execu- 
tive branch. 

The report noted that the 
Constitution gave Congress the 
power to regulate commerce. It 


recommended that Congress 
act to remove “centralized” 
power from the _ executive 
branch. 


Avpointment of Chairman. 

Among the recommendations 
was one that the agency chair- 
men, now appointed by the 
President, be. appointed by the 
agency members and the chair- 
man’s powers revert to the 
members. 

In his statement, Evins said 
in some instances the chairman 
of an agency “appears to have 
had a determined purpose to 
pervert the functions which the 
agency is intended to perform.” 

He added: “In almost every 
instance the individuals recent- 
ly. appointed to serve as chair- 
men and to have charge of the 
reorganizations, the administra- 
tion and the selection of staff 
personnel for these agencies 
have been drawn from the ranks 
of the very industries they are 
now supposed to regulate—or 
more precisely, from the ranks 
of lawyers who have long spe- 
cialized in trying to alleviate 
for their clients the very regu- 
lations which they are now 
presumed to enforce. There 
are several clear instances, 
moreover, of political inter- 
ference and guidance of the 
afiairs of these agencies.” 

Independence Sacrificed. 

Evins criticized the form of 
organization “imposed by” the 
Hoover Commission reorgani- 
zation plans. 

The essential independence 
of the agencies has been sacri- 
ficed in the name of “efficien- 
cy,” he said, adding, “The new 
method of organization invites 


political control, and the meth- 
od is inherently at odds with 
the very purpose for which | 
these agencies were created.” | 

The reorganization gave the | 
chairmen tremendous powers | 
over administration of their 
agencies, Evins said, and also 
gave the President the power 
to name the chairmen. 

“These circumstances make 
it almost inevitable that the 
regulatory boards and com- 
missfons will be subject to po- 
litical direction as decreed by 
the executive branch,” he said. 

He said a preliminary draft 
of his report had been leaked 
to “outsiders,” and objections 
from some of these, he said, has 
filtered to members of the com- 
mittee. 

Lobbying Effort. 

“This, in my opinion, has 
been done as a sort of a lob- 
bying effort to influence the 
committee against issuance of 
the report,” Evins said. 

He said that in view of all 
the circumstances the report 
had been printed and issued to 
all the parties concerned, in- 
cluding heads of the agencies 
investigated and witnesses. 

Reporters were permitted to 
read the report in the commit- 
tee room. 

In a letter to committee mem- 
bers Evins said “the report pro- 
poses no action against any 
person. It is directed toward 
effort for improvement in a 
system.” 

Evins said the other commit- 
tee members, Representatives 
Sidney R. Yates (Dem.), Illinois, 
and William M. McCulloch 
(Rep.), Ohio, had neither con- 
curred in nor disagreed with 
the conclusions and recommen- 
dations. 

“Final decision of our sub- 
committee regarding this report 
perhaps will not be made before 
Nov. 6, 1956,” Evins said.

Ambitious to be a writer, she 
eventually landed a job writing a shopping column for an- 
other paper and then went successively from the copy de- 
partment of Macy's to Bloomingdale’s and finally to Gim- 
bel’s. With this retail experience behind her, she landed 
a job with the then famous Lord & Thomas advertising 
agency and for eight years wrote advertising copy for every- 
thing from steamship lines to shaving cream and from re- 
frigerators to brass pipe fittings.

N May of this year, Kim No- 
| vak ruefully packed her bags 

and bade a sorrowful adieu 
to the tiny $19.50 per week room 
she had occupied ever since ar- 
riving in Hollywood. It was in 
the Studio club, founded 40 
years ago by the Y.W.C.A. as a 
haven for girls working in, or 
trying to work in, the movies. 

“The rules say a girl can’t 
stay here more than three 
years,” Kim said, “and my time 
was nearly up. I could have 
waited until this month to move, 
but it didn’t seem: fair, because 
lots of other girls have been 
waiting a long time to get in. 
I’m making good money now.” 

The average rate for a room 
at the club is under $20 a week, 
including breakfast and dinner. 
Rules are few, but rigidly en- 
forced. Residents must be in 
before midnight, or have their 
names entered in the “late 
book.” Too many entries lead 
to expulsion. Such luminaries 
as Marilyn Monroe and the late 
Carmen Miranda made the 
“book” often in their days at 
the club, but Kim always man- 
aged to escape that indignity. 

Members must be between 18 
and 30. They may be married, 
but the husband may not enter 
their rooms. No male may go 
beyond the pale of the lounge 
or dining room; there is neither 
Re nor beauty parlor on the 

remises. 

Having forsaken the home 
from which she entered upon 
her career, Kim now lives in 
her own apartment for the first 
time in her life. It is tastefully 
decorated lavender, her 
favorite color. 

Her tastes are simple, both in 
choice of homes and in diver- 
sions. 

“I still walk to work,” she 
said, “because I don’t own a 
car—can’t even drive one—and 
I like the exercise. I haven't 
any furs and not even a single 
evening gown. The fussy things 
,s wear I borrow from the stu- 

0.” 

Kim’s favorite attire con- 
sists of a man’s shirt and 
slacks. The shirts she buys— 
a dozen at a time—from Jay 
Press, a chi-chi men’s wear shop 
catering especially to the col- 
lege set in both New York and 
New Haven, home of Yale. 
Often she will entertain an in- 
terviewer while casually clad. 
She loves to kick off her shoes 
or slippers while talking and 
leave her feet bare. 

“I can talk better that way,” 
she explains, “because I feel 
more relaxed.” 

The picture selected for 
Kim’s movie debut by Colum- 
bia was “Push-over,” which 
starred Fred MacMurray.

pass, is irrelevant. In the long 
run keeping the bidding open 
vulnerable on such an assort- 
ment of nothing as West held 
must lose more than gain. 

West ppened the diamond 
three, East winning the ace and 
continuing with the jack which 
lost to South's king. With the 
heart ace surely wrong the 
making of the hand seemed to 
depend on a finesse for the 
trump king. But, South mused, 
how could that work? West had 
already shown up with three or 
four diamonds to the queen 
based on the play to the first two 
tricks. South knew West not to 
be a timid bidder and felt that 
with a side king besides his 
diamonds he surely would have 
kept the bidding open. 

So South played for a long 
shot—for East to have specifi- 
cally the king and only one 
spade and exactly two clubs.

BRADFORD, Vt., Oct. 22. 
HE other morning I went 
T to the ground-breaking 

ceremony of the new Light- 
house Queen’s center and resi- 
dential clubhouse for blind 
women. 

I can remember the early 
beginnings of the work of the 
Lighthouse because my mother- 
in-law was a friend of the two 
Miss Holts who started the 
project, and my husband was 
a member of the Lighthouse 
men’s committee in 1911. To- 
day the Lighthouse serves more 
than 5000 persons in the great- 
er New York area. 

The workers in the Light- 
house industries who did work 
for the armed services and re- 
ceived the Army and Navy “E” 
Award are very proud of hav- 
ing been able to serve their 
country so efficiently. The 
whole aim of the Lighthouse 
work is to help blind people to 
help themselves and thus to 
make them fully self-support- 
ing wherever possible.

The Dean Speaks Up 


Student Government 
By Adele Starbird 


LL over the country at this 
A time of the year, student 
™ councils in high schools and 
colleges are beginning to func 
tion, and ay 
might be well @ 
to examine 
their status and 
define their 
powers. Though 
I write from #@ 
the point of = 
view of a uni- 
versity, the 9% 
principles in- 
volved are 
much the same 
in all schools. 

A private uni- 
versity represents an enormous 
investment which includes not 
only millions of dollars in land, 
buildings and equipment, not 
only endowment received 
through bequests from generous 
citizens, but intangible assets 
such as a good reputation, the 
confidence of the public, and 
continuing prestige. Men have 
endowed the university with 
their lives. They are still doing 
so. The university is a huge 
trust. 

The responsibility for pre- 
serving all its assets is legally 
vested in a _ self-perpetuating 
board of directors operating un- 
der a charter granted by the 
State of Missouri.. The board 
appoints a chancéllor to ad- 
minister and direct the institu- 
tion; he in turn appoints deans 
and directors who are respon- 
sible to him. They may then 
delegate a part of their duties 
to an appropriate group of stu- 
dents, but they are still respon- 
sible for the proper perform- 
ance of the delegated duties.

STUDENT GOVERNMENT, 
one of the delegated areas, has 
to do with regulations govern- 
ing the students, and their ad- 
ministration. It would be more 
accurate to.call it student par- 
ticipation in government, since 
it is a joint enterprise of stu- 
dents and faculty. 

Usually students are given as 
much power as they are willing 
to exercise responsibly. The 
amount varies from year to 
year and from department to 
department. It is not an abso- 
lute. To pretend otherwise is 
hypocritical and dishonest. 

There are times when stu- 
dent leadership is so good that 
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Dean Starbira 
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faculty and deans can stand 
aside and watch admiringly. 
Everybody rejoices at such a 
time. But in no case can the 
general welfare of the students 
or the long-term interests of 
the university be placed in 
jeopardy by the negligence of 
the few. To permit such a risk 
is to violate a trust. 

It must be remembered that 
students do not have a continu- 
ing responsibility, since they 
are here only four years. They 
never reap the harvest of their 
own sowing, be it good or bad. 

Even if the university could 
afford to permit them to ex- 
periment, it would not con- 
tribute to the learning process, 
for experiment becomes experi- 
ence only when one has worked 
out the full consequences of his 
decisions. 

One’s judgment is only as 
good as one’s information. If 
students have enough judgment 
to run a school, why should 
they pay tuition to attend it? 
The process should be reversed, 
and the school should pay the 
students.

I HAVE WRITTEN this in 
answer to many questions which 
have come to me, some of them 
from students in other colleges. 
Any definition has its positive 
and negative aspects: This is 


what lies within the boundar- > 


ies, that lies outside. I have 
dwelt explicitly on what was 
not included in student govern- 
ment because there is too much 
fuzzy sentimentality on the sub- 


ject. 
But sthe positive aspect of 
student government is real. 


Students bring treasures of en- 
thusiasm to a school, new in- 
sights and thoughtful] evalua- 
tions. They jog their elders and 
abettors out of comfortable 
ruts. They keep the campus in 
a wholesome ferment. After all, 
nothing can crystallize in con- 
crete.
